The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 4th February 1950 relate to 189 
towns with an estimated population of 24,851 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 224 and their population is 27,926 
thousands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns represent- 
ing 80% of the total population is covered in this statement. 
The numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns 
were 14,615 and 9,126 representing birth and death rates of 
30 ■ 4 and 18-5 per thousand of population respectively. 

{A) Stales (Parts A tf- C). — The data here relate to 164 
towns with an estimated population of 22,281 thousands. 
Information about Assam and Bihar could not be inoluded. 
The total number of towns is 192 and tlioir population is 
24,354 thousands. Thus 85% of the total numbor of towns 
representing 91% of the total population is covered. The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded in those towns were 


13,182 and 8,227 representing birth and death rates of 
30-8 and 19-2 per thousand of population respectively. 
The table at the end gives the position by States. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over per 
thousand of population. 

( B ) States ( Part B ). — The data here relate to 25 towns with 
an estimated population of 2,570 thousands. Tho total 
number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,572 thou- 
sands. Thus 78% of the total number of towns representing 
72% of the total population is covered. The numbers of 
births and deaths reoorded in these towns were 1,333 and 
899 representing birth and death ratos of 27 '0 and 18 '2 per 
thousand of population respootivoly. 

Morvi in Saurashtra was the only town whioh had a 
hi^h death rate of 52-0 per thousand of population and 
this high death rate was largolv due to deaths from fevers.
